was not always so. There was a time 
when these same republican papers were 
ready to proclaim this man a worse villain 
than Jeff Davis. They would not hesitate 
to do the same thing to-morrow, should 
Chalmers conclude that some other party 
offers him greater opportunities than the 
republican. Should Jeff Davis come out in 
favor of the republican party, we should at 
once be treated to a series of editorials 
from South State and .South Water, pictur- 
ing in very poor colors the amount of wor- 
thy patriotism that must be engendered by 
such a change in jiolitics. If any one is 
disposed to doubt this, we call his attention 
to the following article from The Nation, 
which gives some idea of what the republi- 
cans once titought of this elegant cutthroat, 
the man of whom they now speak as the 
incarnation of political virtues.

"It is amusing to observe the republican 


organs of the country, as one by one they 
fall into line behind the New York Tribune 
and commend tlie "creditable" action of 
the Mississippi republican convention in 
nominating that 'typical southern seat- 
snatcher,'Gf.i.

cry of natural gas lias been made pn the 
farm of Mr. William Garduer,abouttwoanc 
and a half miles west of tills city, and 
about a mile distant from the vein discov- 
ered on the farm of Mr. John Mayer, which 
was mentioned in a recent dispatch from 
this place, jit the time of last discovery a 
farm hand was engaged in cleaning out a 
well on Mr. Gardner's place, and on the de- 
scent into the well detected a strong odoi 
of gas, and thinking it to be the dumps 
called upon the man on top to lower a 
lighted candle iuto the well, but he was ad- 
vised by them to come to tlie surface before 
they did so, and upon complying with their 
request, the candle was lowered, when the 
interior of the well became a solid .mass of 
flames. This discovery has created consid- 
erable excitement in the immediate locality, 
and it is proposed to maiie ii'ie of this sup- 
lily if it holds out. The 
family of Mr. 


Gardner have noticed the water bulling up 
in this well before, but had always sup- 
posed it WHS caused by ,i spring and never 
thought of it being caused by gas. 


Diphtheria. 


Diphtheria continues to spread in the 


northeast part ot Hie city. It is hardly epi- 
demic yet, but only a few more cases can be 
developed until it will be. Just what 
caused the outbtcak this time is uncertain, 
but one physician, who piactices exten- 
sively in that part of the city, said yester- 
day that the spiead of tlie disease has been 
caused largely bj the filthy habits of the 
people. Dirt is a prolific bleeder of diph 
theria, and carelessness about keeping the 
house and yard clean is a sure way of invit- 
ing the disease. A geneial cleaning up 
might aid in suppressing it. 


Another great cause of extending the dis- 


ease is the funeral. As few people as pos- 
sible should be pel milled to attend the fu- 
neral of one who died with the diphtheria.
